A Lunatic Causes Kxcltemcnt 
by Claim- 
ing to Ito the Kinanuel 
Church 
Murderer. 
In

jail 
of Santa 
Cruzo Cala., is 
confined "William 
F. Cariott who says ho murdered 
Blancho Lamont and Minnie 
"Wi- 
lliams in Emanuel cIhu oh last April. 
Ho gave himself up to tho chief of 
polico as a dangerous 
ciiminal, a 
fow nights sinco. 
Tho next 
morn- 
ing ho was discharged as a 
harm- 
less lunatic. 
Then ho went to the 
shcrilf to whom ho 
confessed 
his 
guilt as 
tho perpetrator

Emanuel church murders.

district attorney ho told 
a story 
that at first seemed 
plausible, but 
when Barrett went into details

rant, says ho saw Durrant and two 
girls on a street car, and admiring 
Miss Lamont 
and 
Miss Williams 
ho boarded tho car u 
tho hope of 
making their 
acquaintance.

trio alighted at Emanuel 
church, 
Barrett following. 
Durrant 
and 
Miss Lamont ontered tho chinch, 
followed still 
by 
Barrett, 
while 
Miss 
Williams 
waited 
outside. 
Bairott says ho hid 
behind a pow. 
Detecting 
an 
odor 
of escaping 
gas Durrant went to the 
bolfry to 
stop tho leak. 
Barrett 
says 
ho 
seized 
and 
attemped 
to assault 
Miss 
Lamont. 
To 
stiflo 
her 
screams ho choked 
hor 
and 
sho 
suddenly 
dropped 
dead. 
To 
silence Miss Williams, Barrett says 
ho then stabbed hor with 
a knifo 
from 
tho 
restaurant. 
Meantimo 
Durrant had 
been 
overcome 
by 
gas and was so dazed that ho 
did 
not sco Barrett carrj'ing the bodies 
to tho belfry. 
Barrott says ho did 
not wish Durrant to bo hanged for 
his crime and that ho was sure 
ho 
would eventually 
to 
lound 
out. 
Barrott 
resembles 
Durrant 
in 
personal 
appearance 
He 
has 
worked hero as a 
waiter, 
but 
is 
periodically 
dissipated. 
Ho 
per- 
sisted in his statements, 
despite a 
sovcro 
cross 
examination. 
Ho 
will be examined for insanity.

Fred White, a former 
citizen of 
Utah, who camo from 'that state to 
Prescott 
last Novombor, 
who is 
said to bo a very sober and 
indus-trou-s 
man, but who has grown des- 
pondent on account of being

plated ending his sfTcring and help- 
lessness 
by 
committing 
suicide.

life by shooting, ho bought a pint

Fired on mid Captured by a Kevcmic Cut- - 
ter. 
Last week tho Revenue Cuttor 
McLean fired on and captured 
tug 
Geo. W. Childs, 
off tho coast of 
Florida, which is said to have been 
purchased by tho Cubans for 
fi- 
libustering 
purposes. 
Soon 
after 
tho Childs left Koy West the 
Col- 
lector of Customs, 
upon 
informa- 
tion of the Spanish Consul, 
ordci-e- 
d 
the McLane to ovortako 
the 
Qhilds and bring her back to port. 
It is lumored that a deckhand 
by 
tho name of William Lynch, 
who 
was shipped at Jamaica, had 
furn- 
ished tho Consul 
with information 
to tho effect that sho was bound on 
a filibustering expedition. 
Lieuten- 
ant Hay, of the McLean, says that 
signals were set for tho Childs to 
heavo to, but that no attention was 
paid to them, and seeing no chanco 
to overtake her, two solid shots and 
ono shell wore fired before sho camo 
about. 
Sho was 
boarded 
by 
a 
crow from tho cutter, with Lieuten- 
ant Hay in command, who brought 
her into port. 
Captain Swain, pf tho Childs, is 
very indignant at having been fiied 
upon, and states that ho knows of 
no reason why such action 
should 
have been taken against 
him. 
He 
says that ho was propel ly entered 
from 
his trip from Jamaca, and 
while some slight irregularities did 
exist in his crow list, it was owing 
to tho fault of his brokers at Phil 
adclphia, and had been settled at 
tho Custom 
House at Koy West. 
He sailed from Jamaica on Juno 12, 
and after touching at Point Salina 
and uanahona for repairs, he sail- 
ed for Key West, where ho arrived 
on tho 3d. 
He was ordered to Tor- - 
tugas to be fumigated, and after re 
maming thero seven days ho 
came 
back to Koy West. 
Ho said yesterday about noon he 
clcaicd Ins tug fpr JSow York, hav 
ing first surrendered 
his register 
and taken on tho enrollment 
and 
coasting 
lioen-so-, 
and that shortly 
before leaving tho assistant 
engi- 
neer reported to him that he saw a 
party 
that 
offered 
Lynch 
some 
money, and ho was 
informed by 
Lynch that it was 
200, to 
cor- 
roborate 
tho 
filibustering 
story. 
Lynch pretended to tho Captain ho 
told tho 
paj-t- 
ho know nothing 
about 
filibustering. 
Tho 
Captain 
sent ono deckhand, shipped at this 
port, to find out the party. 
IIo re- 
turned, stating that Lynoh was then 
talking to tho Spanish Consul. Tho 
affair has greatly excited tho

bans, and thero aro threats of 
as- 
saulting tho Spanish Consul.

Ediior Guardian: 
There 
is 
a 
peculiar feature in our civil 
insti- 
tutions that sometimes 
makes 
it 
necessary to call in the aid 
of the 
courts to determine what is meant 
by language 
spoken 
or 
written; 
and while thq liberty ofspeech and 
of tho press is guarintced, all 
men 
arc held responsible for tho abuse 
of that liberty. 
In view 
ot these 
facts, I propose to go slow 
in 
my 
criticisms 
on 
tho 
acts 
of 
men, 
cither in 
public 
or 
private 
life. 
When 
men 
aic 
elected to 
office 
their acts, so to speak, become pub- 
lic propei ty, and if I, or others, do 
not approve of their 
official 
acts 
the right to say so, and 
give 
rea- 
sons for the same cannot 
bo 
qucs-t'onc- 


Now, there are some things 
con- 
nected withbur late campaign that 
I would willingly forget; 
there 
is 
one thing, however, that I distinct- 
ly remember, and that is: tho 
can- 
didates, in their canvass among the 
people, pledged themselves that if 
elected,, they would work 
on 
the 
line of economy. 
There is a case 
in point to which I wish to call 
at-tio- 
and that is the almost univer- 
sal raising of the 
people's 
taxes 
by the board. 
It is a question 
in 
in" mind whether 
the 
board 
of 
equalization is authorized, 
under 
the law, to reassess 
the 
property 
after tho assessor has filed his 
re-po- it 
with the board.. If they have 
wo had better dispense with the of- 
fice 
of assessor 
altogether, 
and 
thereby save hundreds 
of dollars 
paid 
annually 
to 
that 
official. 
Equalization, 
according 
to 
Web- 
ster, is to make equal. 
Now, if it 
should appear on the report of the 
assessor that he had assessed a por- 
tion of the people higher 
for 
tho 
same class of property than ho had 
others, the board 
should equalize 
this b' cither reducing the higher 
or raising the lower assessment 
so 
as to make them equal. 
One man might have a herd 
of 
blooded cows worth $100 each, an- 
other has a hurd of inferior 
cows, 
worth about $10 each, and tho 
as- 
sessor says well, thoy are all cows, 
and lists tho whole of them at $50 
each. 
In 
this 
case 
the 
boai"d 
should step in and equalize accord- 
ing to 
value. 
But 
perhaps 
the 
board may assume that the legisla- 
ture did not stop to consult 
Web- 
ster when it created the board 
of 
equalization and that it 
intended 
to confer upon that body 
unlimit- 
ed discrcstionary power. 
I would 
like to sec the people make a test 
case of it, and let the courts decide 
what tho legislature did mean when 
it created tho board 
of 
equaliza- 
tion. 
Now let me switch off and take 
in the style of celebrating the 4th 
of July out hero in the "wild 
and 
wooly West." 
In my parly 
train- 
ing I was taught that 1 should take 
part in honoring that 
great 
day, 
and J well remember how my pat- 
riotic soul feasted 
for 
days 
pre- 
vious to the arrival 
of the 
time, 
in anticipation of tho patriotism to 
be displayed on the occasion; 
and 
for days aftor, on tho thrilling 
ef- 
fects 
produced 
by 
the 
patriotic 
songs rendered and tho airs played 
by tho martial band, 
followed by 
the reading of the 
declaration 
of 
independence and tho thundering 
tones of tho orator 
of the day. 
which caused our hearts 
to 
swell 
with gratitude 
to 
tho 
men 
who 
dared to say "these 
(olonies 
arc, 
and of right should be free;" 
but 
how changed the scene! 
Tho late celebration at Thomas, 
as I understand it, was designed as 
a county affair, and this, I think is 
a better plan 
than 
dividing 
into 
little sickly efforts on 
such 
occas- 
ions. 
A united effort is attended 
with better 
results. 
But 
1 was 
sorry to see that at Thomas those 
patriotic displays 
were 
omitted, 
and exercises introduced which, in- 
stead 
of 
attracting 
intelligent, 
worthy men to our 
country, 
will 
only attract the giddy men 
of tho 
East who live and thrivo 
on 
ro- 
mance. 
Athletic sports arc all 
right 
in 
their place, but on 
such 
occasions 
we never should 
givo 
them 
pref- 
erence and omit tho more weighty 
matters. 
There is a timo for 
all 
things, 
and wo should govern ourselves ac- 
cordingly. 
Before closing permit me to call 
attontion to the act of the 
legisla- 
ture authorizing 
tho appointment 
of an immigration commissioner in 
tho several counties of the 
terri- 
tory, whoso duty it is to writo up 
and publish in pamphlet form 
tho 
advantages to bo realized by thoso 
wishing to como and locate among 
us. 
This work must bo paid for by 
the 
already 
overtaxed 
citizen. 
And whilo this expensive effort is 
being made to attract immigration 
another unwise and expensive act 
remains on tho statuto book which 
will have the effect of counteract- 
ing the efforts of tho commission- 
ers. 
Tho act referred to is the one 
authorizing tho boai'd 
to 
publish 
tho delinquent tax list. 
When tho 
prudent man of tho cast sees 
this 
list, ho will say no Arizana forme. 
And indeed tho pcoplo are 
begin- 
ning to look with dismay on what 
is in store for them in tho near 
fu- 
ture. 
.The indications are that, 
unless 
there. is a' radical change in

matters, and that,soon,thoterri- - 


be mere serfs.

There js no 
encouragement 
to 
make costly improvements, for, un 
less a man has 
a 
pocket

money, Ins home will be

taxes. 
Tho notice sent by tho collector 
to each 
lax-pay- 
of the amount of 
his taxes for tho current year, with 
tho date when it will 
become 
de- 
linquent if not paid, should be 
suf- 
ficient. 
Tho present mode

FARMING 
ON 
TWO 
ACRES. 


A noteworthy example of inten- 
sive farming is that of Mr. F. 
Seg-lin- g, 
McKean Co. Pa., who supports 
himself, and wife and five children 
on two acres of land. 
They have 
a neat little cottage, and tho hard 
times have not affected them 
near- 
ly as much as many 
a family 
de- 
pendent upon shop work. Mr. 
Sog-lin- g 
is a carpenter 
by trade, 
and 
before opening up his little farm, 
he built his houso 
at odd 
times, 
while working at his trade. 
From 
the first he has recognized tho nec- 
essity of securing quality rather 
than quantity from his labor and 
land if be 
would 
make 
it 
pay. 
Celery is his specialty and he has 
marketed as much as 80,000 stalks 
in a season. 
Ho practices 
a 
rota- 
tion which includes grass, usually 
having nearly enough to keep one 
horso in hay. 
He understands the 
secret of gotting two crops in one 
year from the samo 
soil, and his 
only hinderanco has been lack 
of 
rain. 
Now, 
however, 
he 
has 
bought a boiler and steam pump, 
expects to control his water 
sup- 
ply. 
Such pluck and energy ought 
to 
rjecive 
the 
victor's 
wreath. 
Whatever else he lacks 
ho is not 
taxedlfor a quantity of useless ter- 
ritory) 
and wastes no time and 
strength traversing poor and large 
fields. Xllo somotimes uses as much 
as 75 loids of stable manure 
on 
half an i.'cre. 
There is a valuable 
lesson 
in 
this 
for most farmers 
who have too much land, 
use too 
little manure, and crop at an 
cost per ton or bushel as a 
consoquence.
